An Opinion, nn. a Principle of

This is St. Paul's Mcaning in the Words of the Text, 
which, with a little Variation, may be applied to all States 
and Conditions of Life what{ocyer.

I. What are the different Calling and Conditions of Men 
in the World. 

Na we conſider Man under his general Character, of a Be- 

endowed with Reaſon and Underſtanding, and a Power 

pe chuſing and determining his own Actions, and influenced 
by the Fears and Hopes of future Rewards and Puniſhments ; 
bis Buſineſs will be to conform his Life and Actions to the 
Will of God, as far as he can diſcoyer it by Reaſon and Re- 
velation; in order to recommend himſelf to the Divine Fa- 
your, with reſpect both to this Life, and the Life to come. 
That is, Religion as the beſt and nobleſt Uſe of all our Powers 
and e ought to be our firſt and chief Employ- 
nt. 
Some indeed there are, not willing to think that this ſhould be 
their Calling, who would be glad to give no Account of their 
Actions hereafter, that they may be at liberty, without Re- 
morſe or Anguiſh, to live idle and diſſolute Lives, and take their 
Paſtime here as they do. But theſe are only the wild Opinions 
of the looſe unthinking Part of Mankind. No ſerĩous Perſon 
can give into ſuch Notions, without renouncing his Reaſon; no 
Chriſtian can embrace them, without forſaking his Maſter, and 
diſclaiming his Doctrine. That the Kingdom of God and bis Righ- 
Zeouſneſs ſhould be ſought with the warmeſt Zeal and moſt 
conſtant Application, is a Truth too clear * evident to be 
debated among Chriſtians, * "he 
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2. A Second way of conſidering Man may be with re- 
ſpe& to his internal Endowments and Accompliſhments,” as 
his Reaſon is more or leſs refined, his Mind more or leſs en- 
riched, with thoſe Arts and Habits, which by Study and In- 
duſtry and Experience he may have acquired: Or elſe as 
clogged with natural Imperfections, or ſuch Defects of Body 
or Mind as he could not help. There is an infinite Variety 
in Men, with reſpect to the number, nature and degree of 
their Attainments; and conſequently, the Duties reſulting 
from State and Condition will be as various. It would be a 
black Reflexion upon the Juſtice of God's Providence, to re- 
preſent him to Ourſelves, requiring the ſame Duties from 
ſuch, as thro' the natural Slowneſs of their Parts, the negle& 
of their Parents or Teachers, or other Circumſtances of their 
Education, have had leſs means and opportunity- of Know- 
ledze ; as from thoſe who have had greater Capacities and Ad- 
vantages of doing Good. But yet they ſhall be-accountable for 
what they have: If they commit things worthy of few 
Stripes, they ſhall be beaten with but few Stripes: As on the 
contrary, he that has larger Attainments, and yet offends, ſhall 
be beaten with many, Luke xii. 128282. 
3. A Third way of conſidering Man may be with 

10 outward Circumſtances, ſuch as Poverty and Riches, 
Liberty and Confinement, Honour or Diſgrace, and the like. 
There are many, that have but one poor Mite to throw into 
the Treaſury, that are chained down to the low Concerns, 
and Drudgeries of human Life; and never with all their Pains 
can raiſe themſelves above the uneaſy Thoughts of wanting 
the Neceſſaries of Life. Theſe Men being in a low Situa- 
tion, can have no 2 Things at all. Their Views 
and Powers are confin'd within narrow Bounds and Limits, 
and they have but a ſmall Sphere; to act in; yet, if they actu- 
ate that Sphere, they do all that is required of em, and that 
is their Condition. They may ſometimes be able by Ad- 
vice, Example, or ſome degree of Aſſiſtance, to advance 
the Intereſt of ſome of thoſe within their little Sphere; and 
if they do ſo, they do their Duty, as much, and will be as - 


s * — 
much rewarded, as if they had Abilities and Skill to 3 
the Intereſt of -a Kingdom: At leaſt they may have Abili- 
ties and Inclination to ſupport themſelves and their Fami- 
hes; and if they do this, tho they can do no more, yet they 
pleaſe God, promote his — and are in ſome degree be- 
neficial to Society; the Ecd that all Men. cad to lack 69 
in all their Actions.

Where 
Work- houſes have been ſet up, (as there have been many of 
late Vears in and about this City) the Succeſs has anſwered, 
in lowering the Poor- rates, beyond what could be expected, 
before the Experiment was tried.
